In fiitopii days Lis squad had in- 
er^■n^ell to twenty-seven men, 'I hen 
ho lint into execution a inovenien*. that 
stands for aiida' ity iiiirivalc I iu that 
or any oilier war. At Newburg. 
WarwicI; county, Indiana, a town oi 
about 1,000 people, twelve miles above 
Kvnnsvillo on the V\i'.o river, was a 
gai riaun composed of a part of an I n- 
diana regiment, altogether about ISO 
men. 'tjii tlw Hentiieky side of the 
river, and immediately opposi o tha 
town, one lovelv morning in the early 
part uf duly, liSU2, might have been 
seen a very fornildablo thipc-giin bat- 
tciy, as ubseiveil Ironi Newburg. bui 
in readily three harmlesa siovepipes 
inouiiteil on wagon wheuls. The pipes 
were manned by aKijnt a d. zeii cili- 
zoiis w ho, iliirugli cm insiiy, had bil- 
lowed Iho. "daring twonly-seveu" lu 
Hco tho effect of the runo. Seudi ig 
Lieutenant Martin, afterward the 
Oulunel ol tenth Krnlncky Cavalry, 
with twenty four men, lo crosa the 
river a mils above, Jolmson, with on- 
ly three men, entered a skiff and pnll- 
od directly aoross to the town. Leav- 
ing one man at each of the principal 
slivel'', he advanced alone to the ar- 
senal, hoping to find it vacated and 
nbatidouol. Iteachingtho door at iho 
IVot of the long spiral stairway, and, 
pushing it open, there stood eighty- 
nine Federal soldiers, their rilles bear- 
ing on his breast, their fingers nor- 
uously pressing tho triggers, and each 
waiting for the signal. Hero retreat 
was certatu death; ta,l4i(«ilttte also was 
daugerona. He advUtiMli and with 
'liildonbU bairal •lt«!|ii&: pusheii up 
the first file of rifles bearing on lujii 
and in a dnrstead]iiQemin£Woir!icM 
the guards lo stack arms and surren. 
•der at the peril ol their livea. l)umb> 
foniidod the oiiliro guard came down 
tlio stairs, stacked their arms and 
were iiiirelied into a room at the door 
of which Jidinsou pl ii.tcd liimndf tin- 
til .Martin, with Iwei.ty-Ionr men, ari, 
rive I, Martin coming, pnroUing ItiT 
pi isoners, securing over ISUO stand of 
arms and ammunition, m'Od{ci))r,i 
chest, etc., were hurriedly gone 
through with tn livoid an attack from 
the gunbo'at Alert, then ascending the 
liver from Gvansville. Heaching the 
Kentucky shore safely with his oap- 
turod anus, iluhnsou did nut prntrsot 
his stay there in order to test the 
niiiipio battery of ttopppipes. Hut for 
all timt this nrtillery that had never 
llied » shot gave the inventor the soh- 
iic|ueiof ".Siovepipo" .lidiiison. and 
by wliiidi he was laniilinly known Jail 
oyer tho Confederacy — fPhiladelphia 
Times.
